PARIS—The de-militarization of 


the allied military control mission 
in Germany was practically decided 
upon by the allied council of am- 
bassadors today. 


At the session attended by Mar- 


shal Foch and with U. S. represent- 
ed by Sheldon Whitehouse, counsel- 
lor of the American embassy, the 
ambassadors received a favorable 
opinion from the inter-allied mili- 
tary committee as to the suggestion 
made by Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald of Great Britain that the pres- 
ent military mission be ultimately 
succeeded by the allied committee 
on guarantees. 


Considerable 
significance is at- 


tached to this decision, apart from 
its bearing upon the relations be- 
tween the allies and Germany. It 
is the first suggestion of the new 
British labor cabinet to be accepted 
and acted upon by the allied body. 


The decision means that the'con- 


trol of Germany's military prepara- 
tions will he exercised by civilians 
instead of by army officers, although 
the intention is not to relinquish the 
control.

If you had to make twenty or 


thirty pictures of the same kind, 
I am sure you would get tired of 
the job. That is what often happen- 
ed to the 
artists 
of the Middle 


Ages. They had to make pictures 
for many copies of the same book. 


For a long time, they did not 


know what to do about it. Perhaps 
it was news from China which gave 
them the clew which was to make 
their work less tiresome. 
' The Chinese deserve the honor for j 
making the first "wood-cuts." • 


"What is a wood-cut?" you may 


ask. 


It is a block or wood with a pic- 


ture carved on -it. If the wooden 
picture is covered with ink, it will 
make a print when pressed against 
paper. 


The Chinese printed pictures with 


wood-cuts several hundred years be- 
fore they were used in Europe. 
Very likely, travelers brought word 
of this Chinese custom t» Europe. 


At any rate, wood-cuts began to be 
used there about five hundred years 
ago. 


, You will be interested to hear ho\» 
these cuts were made. 
This was 


probably the chief way: 


A picture was" made by an artist. 


He drew it on thin paper, which a 
person could see through. The pic- 
ture was turned over and laid on a 
block of wood. Then the artist, or 
another man, took a sharp knife and 
began to cut to either side of each 
line, so as to leave lines of wood 
instead of ink. After all the wood 
between the lines was CUT away, the 
"cut" was finished. It. could be inked 
and hundreds of copies of the pic- 
ture could be made;

slot machines must go in Madison a 
transient amusement concern ap- 
pears and sets a flock of wheels of 
fortune in motion.

The circus concern is 
permitted to operate these gam- 
bling devices without molestation 
while concerns and business men in 
Madison who pay taxes here are 
told that THEY must throw out the 
slot machines.

Madison be permitted to operate 
gambling devices while local busi- 
ness men must abide by the law?

It is only recently that the Chicago 


Sanitary District paid any attention to 
government demands that it Jimit with- 
drawals from Lake Michigan to 4,167 
feet, in accordance with a permit issued 
by the War Department more than 
t\*enty years ago.

The government finally took the mat- 


ter to the courts and obtained a decree 
against the sanitary district, which ap- 
pealed its case to the Supreme Court. 
The high tribunal a few days ago an- 
nounced that hearings on the appeal had 
been moved up to March .18. Repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Sanitary Dis- 
trict immediately .appeared in Washing- 
ton and arranged for introduction of a 
bill to legalize the rate of withdrawal 
which the district has been maintaining 
for a number of years, despite the dam- 
age to harbors of Milwaukee and other 
important lake cities. 


If immediate action on this measure 


were forced, it is quite likely that it 
would meet defeat, as congressmen from 
Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York and Minnesota have joined 
with the Wisconsin delegation in declar- 
ing that they will vote against it. But 
if the bill can be "pigeon-holed" indefi- 
nitely, spokesmen for the Sanitary Dis- 
trict can plead that action on it is 
"pending" and will probably be able to 
obtain a stay of action on any injunc- 
tion which may be granted by the Su- 
preme Court.

Lake Level Fight

HE entire Wisconsin delegation in 


the House has banded together to 


oppose legislation ' now pending before 
the Elvers and Harbors committee 
which would give the city of Chicago a 
government permit to remove ten thou- 
sand cubic feet of water per second from 
Lake Michigan, claiming that continued 
diversion of water by the Illinois me- 
tropolis has lowered Wisconsin harbor 
levels from two to three feet in recent 
years. 


Rep. 
Hubert H. Peavey of Washburn, 


Wisconsin member of the House Rivers 
and Harbors committee has sent a let- 
ter to the mayor of every Wisconsin city 
on the lake north of Racine, asking that 
witnesses be sent to Washington when a 
hearing is called on the diversion per- 
mit, armed with engineers' data to show 
(he harm which their harbors have al- 
ready suffered from constant removal of 
water at Chicago. 


In the same letter Peavey made a plea 


for concerted action against the Chicago 
maneuver for a diversion permit, declar- 
ing that individuals have repeatedly 
criticized Chicago's action in withdraw- 
ing water but have taken no steps to 
prevent it. 


"As a member of the Rivers and Har- 


bors committee, I know that those op- 
posed to the Madden resolution legaliz- 
ing Chicago's removal of ten thousand 
feet of water from the lake every second 
must prove that this action is causing 
actual harm to Wisconsin harbors," he 
said. "There has been a lot of talk 
against it in Wisconsin, but no concert- 
ed action. I am afraid the talk has lull- 
ed the.people of the cities along the lake 
into a false sense of security, which may 
be fatal. They must back the members 
of the Wisconsin delegation up with 
figure? 
if Chicago's move is to be 


checked." 


Peavey also harbors a suspicion that 


the Madden resolution, which was intro- 
duced by Representative Martin B. Mad- 
den of Chicago, one of the most influen- 
tial Republican members of the Plouse, 
is really intended to delay any congres- 
sional action on the diversion matter in 
event the Supreme Court of the United 
States decides against the Chicago Sani- 
tary District in a case brought by the 
U. S. government to enjoin the district ;
